In sending check or money order for 
your premium, make it payable to the 
“Treasurer of the United States” and 
mail it to “Pratbium Receipt Station; 
Bureau of War Ri: Insurance, Wash- 
ington, D. C 

Uncle Sari provided every soldier, 
sailor and marine with a right to a 
policy for $10,000. If you can’t keep 
all of it, keep at least part of it. You 
can reduce it if you have to. 

You can convert to a government en- 
dowment polity which will assure 
financial comfort in later years. 

All policies issued by the govern- 


making them payable at any time you 
may become totally and permanently 
disabled, regardless of your age. 

A service màn, after his return to 
civil life, may engage in any occupa- 
tion, no matter how hazardous, without 
affecting his insurance. 

No physical or medical examination 
is necessary for the conversion of poli- 
cies, : 
voit e eet hit insurance is pro- 
tected from the claims of creditors. 

Neither you nor your beneficiary 
ever will have to pay a cent taxes to 
the government or the proceeds of your 
government insurance. 

You may pay your premiums by the 
month, without having to pay anything 
extra’ on account of additional expense 
to the government of collecting month- 
ly premiums. Or, if you prefer, you 
may pay quarterly, semi-annually or 
annually.

‘Regarding - the validity of reserva-~ 
tions@ifughes said there was no need 
to assume “that a reservation would 
lend to the complete failure of the 
treaty or compel a resumption of the 
veace conference when the reservation 
leaves unimpaired the main provisions 
of the covenant. He added that any 
nation making reservations is “not 
bound further than it agrees to be 
bound.” 

Referring. to Article x, as a “trouble 
and.. not a peace maker,” 
Hughes said: 

“Tt is- idler-to attempt to commit 
free peoples to the making of war in 
an unknown contingency when such 
a war may be found to be clearly op- 
posed to the dictates of justice. 

“Of course, a limitation of the op- 
eration of Article x to a period of 
years would be preferrable to the in~- 
definite obligation proposed. But, in 
my judgment, it would be better that, 
if article x is not eliminated, a reser- 
vatioti “a. MW inicepretative statement 
should be ddopted. 4 

In addition to article x Hughes at- 
tacked article I., (right of withdrawal) 
Article xv., (relating to domestic mat- 
ters) and Article xxi., (relating to the 
Monroe Doctrine.) He contended that
